„I KILLED FLOYD SPEERS.”’ 


The Sensational Ammeuncement of an 
Acquitted Murderer. 


ATLANTA, G., June 2.—There is a very 
sensational sequel to a murder trial inthe 
Superior Court, in which Will Turner was 
acquitted of the murder of Floyd Speer. 
The killing occurred at East Point and was 
virtually an assassination. Speer met dis 
death while at work at night for the Furman 
factory, a position that his supposed slayer 
repeatedly applied for and falled to get. 
This was the motive for the murder, as evi- 
denced by the State. Turner was first tried 
in December. The evidence was circum- 
stantial to sach an extent that 
a ‘mistrial resulted. Another trial 
was had in February with the 
same result. When the case was again 
called it had gained considerable interest. 
The evidence showed that the defendant had 
purchased shot shortly before the killing and 
had asked for powderat a grocery. Onthe 
stand the prisoner protested his innoce ne e 
The jury returned a verdict of not guilty.

Torn Up.

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SHERIFYs OVERAWED BY MOBS AT 
SHELBURN AND: CANNELLSBURG. 


They Prevent the Movement of Trains 
and Declare No Ooal shall Be Shipped 
From the Shafte—Serious Situation 
at Points in INinois—A Bloodless 
change of Shots at Bevier. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 2.—The Governor 
received several dispatches to-day calling for 
troops to be sent to Cannelsburs and Shel- 
burn and the utmost activity has{prevailed at 
the State house and at the various military 
stations. Dispatches were sent out to Evans- 
ville, Princeton, Vincennes, Terre Haute, 
Brasil and twenty other cities calling to 
arms the various military organizations of 
the State and the whole State boils with ex- 
citement to-night. 

At Shelburn a special train carrying Sherif 
Mille and forty deputies arrived at 9:50 
o’clock. Two hundred strikers came march- 
ing Gown from the village within twenty 
minutes after the train stopped and stood 
by the side of the loaded cars. Sheriff Milis 
told the deputies to remain in the caboose 
until he went out and talked to the 
strikers. The Sherif explained that the 
men had come unarmed; that they came by 
the instructions of the Governor of Indiana, 
end as citizens and tax-payers of Sullivan 
County they were anxious to see the coal 
moved. The deputies, he said, would not 
resortto force. The strikers shook their 
heads as the Sheriff talked, and the leaders 
said the coal must not be moved. They asked 
the Sherif! to call the men out of the 
cabooseas they wanted to see who they 
were. The deputies left the caboose and 
came down among the men, with whom 
many of them were acquainted. There were 
many handshakes and expressions of good 
will from both sides. A few young men 
made remarks tothe deputies, such as Get 
out, there, and lineup; we want tosee how 
you are bullt. 4A fine lot of business men, 
ain’t they?“ 

PULLED THE PINs. 

At 10 o’clock the men went over toa vacant 
lot, as they did on yesterday, and took a 
vote. Every man voted in favor of holding 
the coal. We will make another pall at 
It,“ said the Sherif. Upon receiving the 
notice the strikers took their places along- 
side the coal cars. Thirty or forty 
women also hastened over by the cars. 
The locomotive backed down and booked 
on to a car. A woman immediately pulled 
the coupling-pin. The strikers stood off and 
cheered. The deputies were stationed along 
the track near the coal cars by the Sherif 
who also ordered every man off the compa- 
ny’s ground. The order was not obeyed. 
Other efforts were made tocouple up the 
cars, but they were unavailing. 

The women darted between thecars and 
pulled the coupling pins as fast as they were 
placed. They displayed no fear of the Deputy 
Sheriffs. After the attempt to couple up the 
cars had lasted halfan hour.the Sheriff and 
deputies gave up in disgust. The Sherif 
then telegraphed foraid tothe Governor. 
Gen. McKee’s command, numbering sev- 
eral bundred withthe lightartillery anda 
Gatling gun, were sen: to-night to Shelburn. 

TRACKS TORN UP.

The value of an expression from Mr. Egan 
on this story will be easily understood, when 
the fact ig recalied tnat the late Charies 
Stewart Parnell, Michael Davitt and Mr. 
Egan were the three leaders of the Irish 
Land League, who were charged by the Lon- 
don Times in its famous series of articles, 
entitiead ‘‘Parnellism and Orime, with 
guilty official knowledge and support of 
the extremist or ‘‘Invincible’’ wing of Irish 
agitators advocating assassination as a 
means of advancing the political struggle of 
Ireland against English rule. 

Mr. Egan was found at the residence of Mr. 
R. O. Kerens in Vandeventer place, and was 
shown printed proofs of Typan’s startling 
story. He said: 

„It is stated in New York that Tynan’s 
writing and publication of this book is at the 
instigation of the London Times, which is 
believed to be making a second attempt to 
connect the late Mr.Parnell and the Parnellite 
party with the extreme or Invincible wing of 
Irish agitators, chargea with the 
assassination or Cavendish. The 
Times’ object in doing this is 
said to be that of throwing such discreait on 
the present home rule movement and the 
English Liberal party as to result in a Tory 
victory at the next English election, which 
may now occur almost any day owing to the 
awiadiing majority of the Liberal vote. The 
result to be accomplished, should the Times 
be adle to convince England that Parne!l and 
his followers in the Land League were cog- 
pigant of the schemes of as- 
sassination would be a vindication of its own 
attacks on Parnell and others of the Irish 
leaders in the famous, but now 
discredited series of articles on Par- 
nellism and Crime,’ which appearing in 
the Times, led to the clearing of Parnell 
through the discovery of the Pigott forgeries. 
Another result expected is, it is said, that 
should the Times be able to make sucha 
showing against the Parnellites as would 
leaGtoa Tory victory there is an under- 
standing that the paper would be recouped 
for its gigantic expenses incurred in the 
first Oaht on Parnell, expenses amounting to 
overt £200, 000 sterling.

GoLpex, Colo., June 2.—After being sub- 
jected to the same treatment he gave Berry, 
his stepbrotper, whom he suspected of inti- 
macy with his wife, Alexander Meourdy was 
taken from jall this morning and lynched.

Wenneker's Lesson in Liberality—EKer-

27 and NI 1892, Which gave the facts con- 
cerning the ability and promises of the 
areat Missouri professor of liberality and 
his co-workers who pledged the raising 
of $50,000, and all that was needed to 
carry on the 1892 campaign. Upon these 
pledges, and that alone, was certain meat 
gotten out of the political smoke-house. ‘then 
at Minneapolis the amount was doubied, and 
$100,000 was promise:l as easy and sure to be 
gotten, conditioned upon the election of the 
great Missouri professor. Isit any wonder 
that now, over eighteen months after that

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“THE FASCINATION OF THE UNCLEAR.” 

A recent essayist, writing on The Fas- 
cination of the Unclean,’’ says that what 
makes a book popular is the ability the 
author shows ‘‘in touching the nerve of 
the average popular taste.’’ 

This may be accepted as true, because it 
is implied in the meaning of the word 
popular“ itself. But does it follow that 
in books or in newspapers the unclean is 
popular? 

Every observant man who knows how to 
estimate the value of facts will say no. 
Every newspaper man who knows his 
business knows that to make a newspaper 
unclean is to sink it below the level of the 
average public taste and to ruin it. 

This may be denied by some who will be 
able to support the denial by a large num- 
ber of facts that are only too patent. Just 
now, fer instance, Chicago is attempting 
to make itself a literary center by pub- 
lishing some of the vilest books ever pub- 
lished since printing presses weré in- 
vented, and as some of the most repulsive 
of these are systematically thrust in the 
face of the reading public, it might be in- 
ferred that they are successful. But it is 
not likely that this is true. The devil 
pays poor wages, as the writers and pub- 
lishers of these books will find in time. 
Indecency may pay dimes, but it will pay 
dimes only where an equal amount of work 
accomplishing decent results would have 
paid dollars. 

Every successful newspaper has learned 
this. It is the business of the newspaper 
to record the daily history of the world 
truly and honestly. If, instead of this, it 
makes iteelfa pander to a depraved taste 
for the unclean, it restricts its circulation 
to that class which is willing to confess 
openly its love of impurity. 

That class is a small and decreasing 
minority. The great majority of people 
have a standard of morality by which they 
judge themselves and others and because 
of the very feelings which they are striv- 
ing, it may be unsuccessfully, to repress 
in themselves, they are severe in their 
judgments of whatever offends their sense 


of decency. 
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OUR AMERICAN HISTORIAN. 


Since English critics have discovered— 
and frankly acknowledged—that by far 
the best of naval histories has been writ- 
ten by an American they are also having 
their eyes opened to the fact that in quite 
another, and not less important, historical 
| department an American stands solitary 
and alone, without a model and without s 
rival. Hig mame is Francis Parkman, 
whose life and work are the subject of a 
most admirable article in a recent issue of 
Macmillan’s Magazine. The praise be- 
stowed is at once appreciative and gener- 
ous, and, while no more than is richly 
mferited, is very much more in quantity 
and quality than we have been accustomed 
to receive from our cousins across the sea. 
The countrymen of the man who is thus 
recognized and honored ina foreign land 
ought certainly to know him better than 
the vast majority of them do. 

Mr. Parkman is one of the very few in- 
stances in literature where a great work 
has been conceived and planned early in 
life, and carried forward to success{ul 
completion at an advanced age. Born in 
1823, he began systematic preparation for 
his great task immediately after gradua- 
tion at Harvard, by travel in Europe and 
a long stay in the Jesuit College at Rome. 
In 1846 hé made that perilous journey into 
the then Far West, which is so fascinat- 
ingly described in The Oregon Trail, “ 
and which was of such incalculable im- 
portance to him in the production of later 
books. The hardships of this journey 
ruined his health, so that during the re- 
mainder of life he was a hope- 
less invalid. “The Conspiracy of Pon- 
tine, published when he was 28, was 
written under circumstances which show 
the author. For three years at this 
me, he says, ‘‘the light of day was In- 
supportable;’’ ao that the labor of collect-

Will the people of the West per- 
mit himand his New England friends to 
perpetrate this one? 
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THE SPIRIT OF IMPROVEMENT. 


Has the meaning of the Christian re- 
ligion yet showed itself in art?’’ asks a 
writer, who answers his own question 
by concluding that ‘‘art, and especially 
fine art, is still essentially beathen.’’ 

Whether we are ready or not to follow 
him to that conclusion, {t must be appar- 
ent that the spirit of Christianity has only 
an indirect influence on the great ma- 
jority of the works of art of our own time. 

Here and there an artist works in the 
spirit of Millet, trying to make men bet- 
ter, and, in order to help them, sacrific- 
ing everything to the development of his 
own better nature. But such artists are 
in the minority, not because there is any- 
thing essentially bad, unchristian or 
heathenish in carving stone or putting 
color on canvas, but simply because such 
men are in the minority. 

Has the essential meaning of the Chris- 
tian religion yet shown itself in the civili- 
zation of the world? is the broader ques- 
tion. Picture-making and statue-carving 
areonly an infinitesimal part of human 
activity. Andin how many departments 
of this activity in this year of grace are 
men returning good for evil or giving their 
coats to those who have won their over- 
coats by a lawsuit? 

That is a question which carries its own 
answer. Butthere is another answer be- 
sides thie which is so obtrusively appar- 
ent. The man does badly who does not do 
his best, and it is the truest religion which 
helps him most to do his best. And only 
by denying that Christianity is the best 
religion, is it possible to assert that its 
essential spirit will ever be com pletely 
expressed in art or in any other form of 
the activity of any generation? 
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HOOLIBAN AND HEDONISM. 


„Be honest, writes Mr. Maurice 
Thompson, ‘‘and confess that in every 
quest your goal is pleasure. From your 
notion of heaven down to your wish for a 
tin whistle your aim is pleasure. You 
imagine you would enjoy heaven. You 
feel sure thata tin whistle would delight 
vou. 

This is no new theory. It was held a 
good many centuries’ before Mr. John 
Stuart Mill and some other people who 
know more or less Greek resurrected it 
and renamed it ‘*Hedonism.’’ But it 
never was it never will be true of any 
man who has enough life in him to pre- 
vent him from being turned wholly’ at 
some time hefeafter into such 2 
thistles as find their food in what 
otherwise be wabte and useless matter. 

Look gut of the window of the street- 
car as you come down town and perhaps 
| you may ese bent old man of sixty-odd 
wielding a street-paver’s rammer that 
would make your arms and back very sore 
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short-haired brunette, heavy in face and 
figure, with a lowering brow and deeply- 
set eyes, which reveal something very 
much the reverse of amiable. In a five- 
minute walk through the streets of St. 
Louis, one could easily meet half a dozen 
young men who, so far at least as outside 
appearance indicates, are physically and 
mentally the superiors of the photo- 
graphed pair. Yet one of these will, if he 
lives, be King of England and Emperor of 
India; the other, if he lives, will be Czar 
and Emperor of all the Russias. 

In the long-ago time when human so- 
ciety was in process of formation, the 
community or tribe chose its best war- 
rior and wisest counselor for the chief- 
taincy. He could transmit the office at 
death to his son only in case the latter 
possessed the same qualifications as did 
the father. Outofthis simple and sensi- 
ble arrangement, gradually developed the 
complicated and ridiculous system of 
hereditary monarchy; by virtue of which 
Prince George of England and Grand Duke 
Nicholas of Russia will, if they outlive 
their fathers, be the recognized rulers of 
nearly or quite one-third of the territorial 
surface of the globe and one-third of the 
entire human race. 

Neither of these prospective monarchs is 
soldier enough to lead * brigade to battle, 
or statesman gree fo make laws for a 
country town. It is she primeval chief- 
ship run to seed; g typical survival of 
the rapidly vanishing political and social 
superstition that ‘‘the few are born booted 
and spurred to ride, and the many born

PURCHASE PRICE. 


Kaness Millers Frem Whom He Bought 
on Time and a St. Louis Firm to Whom | 
He Ofered to Sell the Flour Became 
Suspicious and Caused His Arrest 
The Bichliend Case. 


Robert Cole, a member of the firm of H. B. 
Emmons & Co., was placed: under arrest at 
Moberly, Mo., Friday evening on a charge of 
conducting extensive flour frauds. He was 
taken to Hanaibal. Cole was arrested 
by a deputy of Inspector Joe P. Johnson of 
the Postal Department, whose men have 
been at work on the case for several days 
past. 

Some days ago B. M. Brewer, a miller at 
Arcadia,Kan, ,sought the advice of the United 
States District attorney as to his transac- 
tions with the commission firm of H. E. 
Emmons & Oo. of Moberly, with whom he 
had had business transactions, but 
whom he was inclined to regard 
with suspicion, In response to 
communications he had received from 
them he hed sent them several carloads of 
flour, payment for which was to be made in 
thirty days The letter heads of the firm 
bore the following inscription: 

H. K. Emmons & Co., wholesale flour, feed and 

rain, clover and timothy; agents for best brands 

innesota and Daketaspring wheat flour; special 
attention te bakers’ orders, 119 Sturgeen street, 
epposite Wabash Depot, Moberly, Mo 

Soon after Brewer had gone a representa- 
tive of Annan, Burg & Smith, flour and eom- 
mission merchants of St, Louis, called at the 
Federal building and stated that Oole 
had offered tosell them a consignment of 
several ear loads of fourataloss, He hada 
bill of lading and everything was apparently 
correct, but the Orm refused to purchase. 

Upon the strength of this evidence the 
Federal authorities issued a warrant charg- 
ing Cole with using the mails in further- 
ance ofascheme to defraud. This warrant 
was served yesterday. 

The District Attorney has in his possession 


one of the letters sent out Dy the firm to 
farmers in Kansas and other points which 
reads as follows:

it Was a matter of some delicacy to him to 
criticise it. He said he was perfectly will- 
ing that fhe Senate should decide for itself 
the question raised by the Senator from New 
York. He desired to say forthe members of 
the committee thatthe duty assigned them 
by the Senate was one that each one of them 
would have avoided giadiy. They realized 
that nothing of fameor credit could come 
to them, but that they wouid 
be subjected to much personal 
detraction and misrepresentation. They 
realized that they would be exposed to much 
anjust criticism. Mr. Gray explained that at 
the outset the question of how the investiga- 
tion should be conducted had been carefully 
considered by the committee and it had been 
decided to hold it behind closed doors but to 
give out the testimony as fast as it could be 
printed. 

Senator Blackburn of Kentucky inter- 
rupted Senator Gray at this point. Mr. 
Blackburn said that he had never heard of 
such an attempt to control the manner in 
which an investigation should be held. Sen- 
ator Gray told the Kentucky Senator about 
the Credit Mobilier investigation and ur. 
Black burn sat down. 

Senator Gray with some feeling referred to 
Senator Hili’s criticism that the committee 
had better stop investigating the truth. Mr. 
Gray remarked with much sarcasm that he 
knew the Senator from New Tork was cap- 
tivated by newspapers applause and added 
that if Mr. Hill would sit down by his na- 
tive fireside far from the maddening crash of 
newspaper plaudit and allow his common 
sense full sway he thought he would see that 
this was not a fair way of stating the course 
ofthe committee.

ALLEN ENTERS THE LISTS.

THE KILBOURNE CASE. 

Senator Hill then referred to the Haliett- 
Kilbourne case and the damages Mr. Kil- 
bourne had been awarded by the court. Sen- 
ator Voorhees interrupted Senator Hill to 


give a history sf the Kilbourne case and/the 
Various awards. of damaxes ranging from 
$100 ,000 to $875,000 had Deen 
allowed. 1 was in litigation 
from beginning to end,’’ Senator 
Voorhees, from the time wo sued 
out a writ of habeas corpus to get Haliett- 
Kilbourne out of jall, where be had iaid some 
forty days under an illegaland unjust per- 
version of rules of Congress. I have taken 
no part in this debate and I domot feel like 
doing so, and do not see the necessity of it, 
but I thought I would say this much. Sena; 
tor Hill then gave Senator Allen a vicious 
shot. I am very lad. said he, to be 
again reminded of the fact by the Senator

‘Impressed with the importance and gravity 


of this investigation. 

Senator Allen tried to have Senator Hill 
admit that there wasa distinction between 
the Ktlbourne and the present case, but the 
New York Senator would not. It it should 
pe conceded, sald Mr. Hill, that any per- 
son desiring legislation had paid to either 
the Republican committee or the Democratic 
committee or the Populist committee in 1892 
any sum of money to promote the 
election of their candidate and there- 
by expect to reeetve some favors here 
I say your investigation could result in 
nothing ofa practical nature, What would 
you doeven if that fact was established? 
Would you expel some member? Who? No- 
body. You might pass strong resolutions that 
against allthree of these political parties, 
but what legal result is to be accomplished 
by your investigation? None at all.’’ 

Senator Allen tried to drag in Senator 
Chandler’s charge that money was con- 
tributed for tke election of certain Senators, 
but Senator Hill said this was one of Mr. 
Chandler’s bluffs. Senator Gray thought 
that the feature of the proceedings in 
contemplation was the way in which the 
Secretary of the Treasury was involved 
constituted a fair ground for punishing 
witnesses. This exchange followed: 

Mr. Hin: May I ask she Senator whether ass 
lawyer he thinks even that particular allegation 
against the Secretary of the Treasury was true that

OLD MAN’S MONEY:! 


Poor Relations Made Rich by the Death 
of William Cornell. 


OVER A MILLION AND A HALF DOLLARS 
DIVIDED AMONG FOUR HEIRS. 


Deceased Was a Recluse and Gathered 
His Riches Through Fortunate Spec- 
mlation—He Died Without Children— 
One of His Heirs Was an Humble 
Clerk. * 


POUGHKEEPSIz£, N. T., Jane 2. — The heirs 
of Wm. Cornell, who died here last Saturday, 
came before Surrogate Dorland this morning 
and made the final arrangements for enter- 
ing into the good fortune which raises them 
from very moderate circumstances to 
wealth. The personal estate, nearly 51.00. 
000, is divided equally among four persons. 

Cornell was 82 years of age. He used to be 
in the stove business in Troy, but retired 
forty years ago. He and his wife came here 
to live, and for thirty years occupied a big 
two-story frame house, beautifully situated. 
They were very simple in their tastes, and as 
Mr. Cornell was shrewd in his investments 
their fortune increased. Mrs. Cornell died 
fourteen years ago, and it was then 
thought her husband woald not iong 
survive her. He got the reputation of 
being a recluse, although his chief 
reason for keeping away from people was 
his intense and almost eonstant agony over 
an incurabie disease. He had left business 
with about $40,000 and adding what he had 
inherited from his father, who died sixteen 
years ago at the age of 92, he had about 
$100,000. He was constantly making pur- 
nasses and sales of stocks and bonds. He 
never lost, as he touched nothing that was 


risky. 
As he had no children his heirs at law kept 
pretty close track of him but they could 


never find out anything about his business. 
The knew he had a good deal of money but 
1 | aged it at over 3200. 000. Three months 
t became evident that his end 
near. His niece, Mrs. J. W. Kelly, 
me from New York to take care 
— him and der husband gave up his place in 
the wholesale department of Armour & Co.’s 
New York Dranch anc joined her, Last Mon- 
day, two days after Vr. Cornell's death, they 
looked through his books and papers and 
found over $500,000 worth of securities. The 
old man had kept these by him in his trunk.

The pa ty one calied foras much more 19 secu- 
rities, deposited with his brokers. 

The funeral was held Tuesday ahd on 
Wednesday, in the presence of all the heirs, 
the lawyers went over the estate.

Sides by Traitors. 


MEX WHOM HE MOST TRUSTS con- 
STANTLY PLAYING HIM FALSE. 


The Government in Imminent Danger of 
Being Overthrown-Conspirators Do 
Their Plotting in Mew York—Secret 
Service Men Unable to Furnish Aoc- 
curate Information.

Port AU Prince, Hayti, ay 24.—President 
Hippolyte is confronted by a very serious 
condition. If hé meets the revolutionists in 
battle he is likely to be defeated, and if he 
doesn't fight heis in danger of being dun- 
coed out of the Government. He has been 
closeted with his cabinet for days, having 
just found out that be has been duped by a 
iot of crafty conspirators. His elaborate se- 
cret service has tumbled into atrap and he 
has been misled dy false information. 

He has tapped the Republic’s Treasury and 
a stream of gold has flowed into the pockets 
of men plotting his overthrow. He has even 
been provoked by deceptive ‘‘betrayais’’ 
into putting to death some of his strongest 
supporters. When his detectives told him 
there would be an insurrection in the south, 
it broke out in the north, or vice versa. He 
bought warships and they played him false, 
Dominica mulcted him. heevily in damages. 
The Natalie was ‘‘captured’’ and it cost him

THE CONSPIRATORS.

A year ago Koerper wags working at his 
trade, that of block paver. He hed saved 
$500. This was the fruit of sixteen years of 
labor in St. Louis and economy. He lived in 
two rooms on the ground floop rear of 1129 
North Fifteenth street. His youngest child 
died and left his wife’s health anything but 
good. She, like her husband, was wrap 
up in their plans to save a few hundred dol- 
lars and get a little home in a better locality. 
She was washing one day when, in Lifting a 
bolier from the stove she strained herself. 
On the zd day of September she was taken 
down. Dr. W. 8. Barker was called and 
found that the strain and maternal respon- 
sibilities had caused an incurable disease. 
Then the makeshifts began. She was 
sent to the Good Samaritan Hospi- 
tal and later transferred to st. Mary's 
Infirmary. The little girl was sent to an 
asylum and the broken hearted father lived 
alone inthe gloomy two rooms. When he 
could get work he arranged to be permitted 
to visit his wifein the evening. The outgo 
was far beyond the income and the last of 
their savings went many weeks ago. He 
brought his wife home again and brought 
the littie girl back to attend her while he 

rosecuted the hopeless search for work. 

e had for three years paid his rent regu- 
larly, but during the past three months was 
inarrears. A notice of eviction was served 
on bim. He had sold the dureau and six 
chairs for $5 of which $1.85 went for medicine. 
He sold his overcoatand pawned his silver 
watch and chain, the tickets for which he 
exhibited. He could get no work. 
He visited his landiord to give his 
pledge that he ould pay every dollar of the 
rent as soon äs he could get work. It 
amounted to ts a month. He was given un- 
tii 8 o’clock next Monday morning to pay or 
vacate. He visited the office of the st. Louis 
Provident Association with a list of twelve 
or fourteen names of well-known citizens as 
references.

Politicians Debating Whether Sheriff 


Langley Can Legally: Sacceed Himself. 


The Democrats of St. Clair County, III., 
will have a sept question to consider when 
they come n ate candidates for the 
county offices to be flied at the fall elections. 
Briefly stated, the question is whether Sherif 
Langley may,. ufider the State law, succeed 
himself after having served out an unex- 
pired term. Under the existing laws in 
Tilinois, stierifis and treasurers may 
not succeed themselves, as the spirit of 
the law contemplates a change every four 
years in order that there may be a thorough 
accounting of fnances at such intervals. At 
the time the law was passed sheriffs were 
ex-officio tax collectors in counties not under 
townsbip organization, and in consequence 
they handled large sums of public 
money annually. Since pass- 
age of the law St. Clair 
county has been plaved under township or- 
ganization, and t he Treasurer now collects 
the taxes, Dut th e statute remains in force. 
The Sheriff's salary is Oxed at a certain 
amount, and is very dependent on the fees of 
the office in one way. In case the Sheriff 
falls to collect in fees an amount equal to the 
salary limit bis pay is reduced to 
the sum of the fees collected. When fees are 
collected in exoess of the salary limit the 
surpius goes into the county treasury. Asin 
St. Clair County the Sherif! must be an ener- 
getic collector to secure his full salary, in- 
stances of an excess of fees being very rare. 
there is little need of a periodical account- 
ing, but the aw remains in force and 
its requirements must be abided. Alfred L. 
Dawson was elected Sherif in 1890 for the 
term which expires next fall, but he died 
after serving about two years, and Jeff D. 
Langley, formerly his deputy for East St. 
Louis, was elected to succeed him. It is the 
unexpired term of the late A. 
L. Dawson that Sherif Langley 
is now lung, and it is a question whether 
he may be elected again . serve a full term. 
There rd fo the to diversity of opinion 
in regard to the matter, some maintaining 
that Mr. Langley’s election to fill an unex- 
pired term debars him from holding the 
office for the full term succeeding, while 
others claim that it does not. Sherif Lang- 
ley thinks he is entitled to a full term of his 
owt regardless of having filied the unex- 
pired term of Mr. Dawson, and intends to be 
a candidate for re-election.

The City of Paris Broke the Record on 
Her Last Voyage. 


New Yor«, June?.—Capt: Randle of the 
American liner Paris walked down the plank 
of that craft this morningand related how 
he hurried the Paris from Soutbampton at @ 
faster hourly averago than the trip between 
that port and New York was ever before 
made, 20.05 knots. The Paris left Southamp- 
ton at 12:25 p. m. on Saturday. She was 
abeam of the Lizard at 9:42 that night. No 
ice was sighted and nothing eventful oc- 
curred untii 600 miles from here, when the 
pllot climbed aboard. This delayed ter 
somewhat, but sue came along and reached 
Sandy Hook at 8:46 last night. She docked 
early this morning. The day's runs were 
485, 604, 500, 500, 510, 482 and 1 to the bar, a 
total distance of 3,119 miles, This is the 
southerly course used at this time of the 
year. Ihe time was 6 days, 11 hours and 38 
minutes. She made the westward record in 
6 days, 9 hours and 87 minutes, but over the 
short course of 8,052 knots. He and Mr. 
Wright, the agent, both denied that the 
Paris and Majestic were racing on the last 
trip when the Paris crossed the Majestic’s 
pows. The Paris was about half a mile ahead 
at the time of the crossing, and they bad to 
cross, as her course diverged at that point 
from the course of the Majestic.

RAPID-FIBING GUNES, 


Driggs-Schroeder Succesafully 
Tested at Sandy Hook. 


New YorK, June 2.— An interesting test of 
quick-flre guns was made yesterday at the 
Government proving ground at Sandy Hook. 
The pieces were the Driggs-Schroeder, the 
Sponsel, the Maxim Nordenfeldt, the Hotch- 
kiss and the Skoda. Theonly American gun 
was the Driggs-Shroeder. The Seabury was 
also mounted, but was notinthe test. They 


are all six-pounders except the Skoda, which 
isathree-pounder. The trial showed that 
the Drigg-schroeder was easier to handle 
than any of the others and had the ad- 
vantage of rapidity of fire. 

Previous to yesterday the pieces had been 
firedto testthe action of the mechanism, 
accuracy, velocity and the time required to 
fre one hundred rounds. The programme 
yesterday was to ascertain how many rounds 
could be fired from each gun in five seconds 
and also in three minutes. After the three- 
minute round the representative of each gun 
was required tofire oneshot, remove the 
mechanism, changeand replaceit and fire 
another shot, the interval between these 
shots being the time recorded for the change. 

The test is being made by the Otdnance 
Board of the army, consistinng of Maj. 
Phypps, Capt. Heath and Capt. Crozier. The 
guns were loaded and fred by Lieuts. Peck 
and F. d. Harmon of the Ist Artillery. In the 
fring the wriggs-Schoeder gun was served 
by three men; other guns were each served 
by four men. The tests resulted as follows: 
Driggs-Schroeder, total number of rounds 
fredin three minutes, 83; number fred in 
first minute, 84; time of changing mech- 

zm. 4%8. Hotenkiss gun, 83, 
87 2-68. & ponsel gun, 78, 
24; mecanism not changed because 
representative of zun was not present. 
Maxim Nordenfeldt gun, 65, 20, 3 minutes 
88 8-6 seconds. Skoda gun (for exhibition 
only) 55, 24, 83 2-5. In the nal test of the 
numberof rounds fredinfive seconds the 
Driges- Schroeder dun again distanced its 
competitors by thrice discharging three 
shots with a fourth round in the chamber on 
the last round. The others fell slightly be- 
hind the record. Many of the Driggs- 
. der and Hotchkiss guns are already in 
use in the navy. 

Ihe tests 8 were considered satis- 
factofy and will be resumed in other direc- 
tigas on Monday morning.

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St, Louie Merchants Say They Have Re- 
entire Re-entered a Territory in 
Which They Have Not Done Business 

tor Tears Present Condition of Bust!- 
ness. 


@*‘It’e an ill wind blows good to nobody.“ 
St. Louis commerce was some hundreds of 
thousands of dollars the gainer by the war 
in rates to the West and South that prevailed 
tor about ten days ending May 29. With 
some ofthe lines, and on some classes of 
freight the cut was in force as early 
as May 11, while other lines did 
not get into the celebration until 
the 18th. And then some kinds of freight 
were not included in the reduced schedule, 
notably boots and shoes, which received no 
benefit at all. But groceries, staple dry 
goods, hardware, agricultural implements 
and machinery were in for the benefits of the 
cut, and concerns in these lines had the 
opportunity for reaching trade that 
is ordinarily a sealed book to them. And 
while the surplus trade fell off at once when 
the rates were restoreJ—on some lines on 
May 26 and on others not until May 29—a can- 
vass among the leading jobbers was re- 
warded with the gratifying information that 
general trade conditions with the grocers 
and dry goods merchants is rather above 
their expectations, and that all trade con- 
ditions being considered, St. Louls is much 
better off than any of her rival cities. 

For thirty days our trade has been almost 
or quite equal to that of 1892,’’ said W. E. 
Schweppe. Of course, when the cut rates 
were abolished the surplus trade from dis- 
tant points in the West and 
South stopped almost entirely; but 
business from the near-by points 


continues almost ag good as in former times. 
The only exception to de made ig in the 
trade from districts where labor troubles 
prevail. There, of course, we feel a shrink- 
age. Ihave in the last two months been all 
throu territory reached 
by 8 to Kansas, 
and city is 
doing anything the business 
that 8t. Louis is. There is no boom cer- 
tainly, but When all circumstances are taken 
into account St. Louis has reason to feel 
. 

**The rate cutting let us into territory that 
we have not reached for years,’’ was the 
information the J. W. 
Scudder principal

Colorado potnts. years 
St. Louis has been able to sell 700 or 800 miles 
west of Kansas City to better advantage than 
right in Kansas City territory, and it was 
from this section that the influx of trade 
came. As to our general business, it cer- 
tainly is much better than we had reason to 
hope for a few weeks ago, and one of the 
best features about it is the conservatism 
of the buyers. They nearly all refuse to or- 
der more than they have promise of selling 
within the limit of time allowed for meeting 
their Dills,and if it were not for the low 
prices of farm produce, which prevents the 
peopie from buying, we would have no 
groundof complaint. As it is, St. Louis is 
certainly better off than her rivals.’’ 

‘*Weshipped perhaps fifteen cars more in 
the ten days of the rate war than we would 
had the cut not been made, said the Man- 
sur-Tebbetts people. Our unexpected 
shipments were chiefly tothe South, which, 
by the way, has bought more 
agricultural implements and machinery 
in the last five years than 
inthe twenty years preceding. 
rate-cutting occurred early in the year the 
increase would have been much greater, our 
heavy shipping season being ia January. As 
It was tue country merchants in the South 
embraced the opportunity to stock up, and 
of course we got the nefit as well as 
they. Wagons, plows and

ordered in unusual quantities during the 

revaience of the cut. Yes, the extra orders 
ell off with the restoration of the rates. 

The cut did not affect dry goods gener- 
ally, but cay. heavy staples, said 
John C. ilkinson of Harga- 
dine-McKitrick. Nor did we get 
the benefit of the advance as early as some 
other lines, the reduction not Deing made 
applicable to dry goods until May 16. Case 
gcods were not benefited at all—only heavy 
staples. Ide bulk of our increased trade 
came trom Texas. If there were no labor 
troubles we would feel well satisfied with 
trade conditions. There is no buying for 
speculation; all ourtrade recognises the in- 
stability and uncertainty of existing conai- 
tions; but they are buying as much as they 
feel sure of selling in sixty to ninety days. 
Les, lam sure st. Louis is better off than 
most of her competitors in acomparison of 
present volumes of trade with those of 1893 
and 1892. 

Mr. E. C. Simmons said that he had dis- 
couraged too liberal stocking up by his cus- 
tomers on the strength of the lower rates, 
because he did not think the extra goods 
asked for would be disposed of within 
the time limits of the bills 
incurred, an e knew from 
experience that if a customer was over- 
loaded when the time came to payup he 
would divide the goods around among bis 
neighbors, and trade would become demor- 
alized. Forthatreason he had refused to 
follow the policy of merchants in some 
other lines who had honored most 
of the surplus’ orders and he 
believed that the wisdom of those buyers 
who had been persuaded to adopt a conserv- 
ative course would in due time de apparent. 
Mr. Simmons said that the general trade in 
hardware isin a fairly satisfactory condl- 
tion, in fact, for the time, prosperous. 

Mr. Frank Shapleigh of the Shapleigh 
Hardware Co. said that business to-day was 
as good as it was in 1892, which was an ex- 


ceedingly good year.

TRAIL OP THE TRUST. 


Some Important Facts in the History of 
the Sugar Schedule. 


Special Correspondense SUNDAY POST- DISPATCH. 

Wasuinotor, D. C., May 31.—The trail of 
the Sugar Trust is plainly marked all along 
the various stages through which the Wilson 
tariff dill has passed since it left the lower 
house of Congress. When the bill was under 
consideration in the Ways and Means Com- 
mitte of the House the trust was ostenta- 
tiously quiet and asked only that it de pro- 
tected against German export bounties. II- 
logicalas was retaliatory reciprocity ina 
Democratic bill, the moderation of the de- 
mand seems soto have impressed the com- 
mittee that it did not scrutinize the figures 
presented by the trust, from which it ap- 
peared that Germany’s bounty on refined 
sugar was 21% cents per 100 pounds; and the 
Ways and Means Committee reported a bill 
providing for free raw sugar, Dut giving % 
cent a pound protective duty on refined, 
no one ye that rev- 
enue was expected therefrom. 

The House, however,soamended the bill as 
to put upon the free list refined sugar as well 
as raw. In this shape it was sent to the Senate 
and referred to its Finance Committee, which 
in turn referred it to a sub-committee. 

As reported to the Senate Finance Commit 
tee by its sub-committee, the tariff Dill pro- 
posed a revenue duty on sugar graded ac- 
cording to polariscopic test, and amounting 
to about $1.27 on the amount of standard raw 
sugar sufficient to make 100 pounds of refined 
sugar, with a special discriminating duty of 
$1.40 per 100 pounds on refined and other 
sugars above 96 degrees. This 
schedule was open to the criticism that 
it unduly burdened raw sugars of 97 deg. and 
98 deg. Subject to this defect, of prospective 
ratherthan present importance, the sched- 
ule thus proposed (after allowance for net 
waste) gave the trust an extra bonus of from 
¥ to 1-6 cent, in most cases approaching 
the former rather than the latter figure, 
thus making the trust a present at the ex- 
pense of the American people of about $4, - 
000,000a year, and distributing something 
less than a million dollars a year to the con- 
genial ‘‘independents.’’ 

As reported by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee to the Senate, the assessment of duty 
according to the polariscopic test was so ex- 
tended as to include 98-degree sugars, and a 
special addition was made of 12% cents per 
100 pounds to the duties otherwise assessed 
upon all sugars either testing above 9% de- 
grees or in color above No. 16 Dutch stana- 
ard. The effect of the change between this 
and the last preceding schedule was, first,to 
correct the defect above noted, and second, 
toexclude by a duty, which became more 
and more oppressive as their saccharine de- 
gree was lowered, the numerous grades of 
cheap white sugars refined by processes 
other than those used by the trust, 
thus giving it and its  co-labor- 
ers GPa specially secured monopoly 
of allsupplies of white sugars in the United 
States—u matter of comparatively small but 
fast increasing importance. ‘ihe effect 
therefore was to prohibit any importation of 
refined sugars except upon terms which 
would give tothe trust a special bonus of 
about 1-8 cent per pound, the immediate 
promt secured to Ameri ers being 
therefore about the same as un the sub-

upon careful inspection and thorough inves- 
tigation. 
secure such inspection aud investiga- 
tion Boards of State Charities have been 
created, andin the-nature of things they 
must de purely advisory if their functions are 
to be performed with entire impartiality. 

To give tbem executive or administrative 
powers is to defeat the purpose of their 
creation, for a Board of Oontrol cannot 
properly investigate its own actions. 

Therefore, with this understanding of the 
functions of boards of State charities and of 
boards of control, it is cleariy evident that 
ser are — he | dissimilar, and should be 
entirely separated. 

To cail the boards of control having charge 
of the Staterinstitutions of Rhode Island and 
Kansas, boards of State charities, is a mis- 
nomer. They may discharge their duties 
efficiently without supervision, and in a 
small State like Rhode Island, where all the 
State institutions are upon the same farm, 
and are underthe imediate sapervision of 
the appointing and legislative powers, a 
separate board of State charities, as a board 
of inspection, may not be necessary, but in 
a large State such a board is essential if 
proper supervision is to be maintained. 

There are now inthe United States seven- 
teen so-called Boards of State Charities, viz., 
Massachusetts, Ohio, New York, Fennel 
vanla, Michigan, Rhode Island, Vonnecticat, 
New Jersey, lilinois, Indiana, Minnesota, 
Colorado, south Dakota, North Carolina, 
Montana, Wyoming and Kansas. Of these 
Rhode Isian „South Dakota and Kansas are 

urely Boards of Control, Massachusetts and 

few York dave limited administrative pow- 
ers and only supervise charities; all tue oth.- 
ers, practically, have no administrative 
powers and supervise both charities and cor - 
rections. 

The preponderance of opinion, therefore 
based upon the experiences of these several 
States is largely in favor of Boards of State 
Charities without administrative powers. 

The reasons for such conclusions have 
never been presented more forcibiy or intel- 
ligently than by Dr. Richard Dewey, Superin-

**aBoara of StateCharities, uncompensated 
and serving for donor, and with advisory 
powers, 1 lieve to be preferable, in the 
present state of affairsin our country, toa 
salaried commissioner or board of commis- 
sioners with mandatory powers. As soon as 
asalary is attached to a position in the giit 
of a State Executive, it becomes an object of 

tty ambition to persons who have ren- 
ech services ofa tye political nature, 
and such a position is too often given as a re- 
ward forsuch services.

Mr. Chief Justice Shaw several years ago 
announced that there were other considera- 
tions besides those of safety which warranted 
the commitment and detention of the iasane, 
the leading principle being the great law 
ofhumanity.’’ Other courts have followed 
In this line until now the question of neces- 
sary treatment is one which the judges ap- 
pear willing to consider. Insanity from tne 
outset, with a few exceptions, takes from 
the individual or impairs his self control, 
26 thus in @ sense deprives him of his 

liberty of action. For this reason his 
friends or the public officials are com- 
pelled to act for m, and must select 
those axencies which shall best promote 
his restoration to health, and secure his 
safety. His Judgment is impaired or wholly 
overthrown, he cannot plan or pursue a 
course of action which shali ve for hig best la- 
terest, and while he may not be dangerous to 
himself or tothe safety of others, he is in 
danger of so increasing the peril in which he 
stands by neglect of treatment or an im- 

roper course of life, that the great law of 

Umanity’’ makes it incumbent that the 
courts shall sanction the steps which are 
taken for his treatment and safe care. From 
the inception of a case of insanity the pa- 
tient is by virtue of the disease which he is 
suffering deprived, in a sense, of his liberty; 
the sole remaining question Heing to what 
further extent must his liberty be abridged 
by the exigencies of treatment or custody. 

If we admit that the insane, dy reason of 
their mental distarbance or incapacity ,their 
impaired judgment, defective will power 
and disturved self-control need the care and 
control of others, the question naturally 
arises: How shall this best be applied? Now, 
in this simple question, as I look at t, there 
are several elements. 

1. How best for the patiant? 

2. How best for his immediate family and 
friends? 

& How best for the State or common- 
wealth? 

Ifthe patient belongto the wealthy class 
the question No. l admits of several replies, 
but some of these must in a measure be 
modified by the answer that shall be given 
to No. 1. 

Home care is applicable toa patient of this 
class if he is able to command the services of 
pkysicians skilied in the treatment of his 
malady. if his surroundings are appropriate 
for his custody and if suitable nurses can he 
engaged to attend upon him. If his resi- 
Gence be in a city It is rarely thatit is of such 
a character that the patient can be carea for 
without too greatiy limiting his freedom and 
bringing bim possibly in contact with mat- 
ters which aggravate his condition, 

Wherever he resides, however, the state of 
his femliy and those friends who immediately 
surround him must de carefully ascertained 
before the ex periment of home care is under- 
taken, an experiment which inthe anxiety 
and strain which it entalls may be fraught 
with the most serious consequences to rela- 
tives, inheriting, perchance, the same un- 
sta dle, nervous organization which has in the 
case under consideration carried the patient 
over tothe border line. This class of Cases 
however, do not come underthe purview of 
charity organizations or boards, and may be 
dismissed with the single remark 
that wherever and however cared 
for they should still be regarded as par- 
ticularly wards of the State. They should 
whether in private care as single patients“ 
or in incorporated or licensed asylums, nos. 
pitals or retreats, be registered in the office 
Ot some State Board charged through the 
courts or otherwise with such powers of 
supervisions that the best interest of thé 
patients—namely, tbat treatment commen- 
surate with his station and ability, whichis 
best calculated to promote his recovery, or 
that being beyond hope, his peace and com- 
fort shall be faithfally ursued. For all 
those supported at public charge, either 
wholly or in part, the best care is to be ol} 
tained in State bospitals or hospitals with 
an established standard of cure, a compiete 
medical staf and under thorough State 
supervision. Froma purely selfish stand- 
point this is Dest forthe commonwealth, for 
it places her disabled citigens in the best 
position to be rescored to usefulness. 

The detention of persons alleged to be in- 
sane, even forthe wise and beneficent pur- 
poses of treatment, should be brought about, 
and can at this present time be brought 
about without danger of the detention of 
those who are not insane. There is still, 
however, inthe minds of the public a sts- 
picion that some citizens are frequently de- 
prived of their liberty and with no just cause 
committed to institutions for the tnsane. 

Moreover, the majority of ths enactments 
in force in the United States And, indeed, in 
England to-day appear to have been framed 
upon the most remarkable suspicion that the 
citizens of the State were in constant danger 
of being spirited behind the bars of an asylum 
and forever disappearing from the view of 
the outside world, 

So strong appearsto have been the con- 
viction that medical men were ready to con- 
spire to commit their fellow citizens to asy- 
lums for the insane, and that the medical 
officers of asylums were waiting to aid and 
abet them, tuat the laws of some States to- 
day direct that each examiner shall see and 
examine the patient separately, thus debar- 
ring each and the suspected lunatic from the 
benefits of conjoined examination and con- 
sultation. 

In his testimony before the Parllamenta 
Committee of 1877, Lord Shaftesbury,a frien 
of the insane, says of the 185,000 certificates 
of lunacy that passed through the hanas of 
the committee from 1759 to 1877, that heis 
„quite certain’’—I quote his own language 
„that, out of the 185,000, there was not one 
who was not shut up upon good, fair, prima 
facie evidence that he ought to be under care 
and treatment. Speaking further upon 
this subject of commitment, be aid that, in 
his optnton, sufficient safeguards were 
thrown about the liberty of the subject. 
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THE MISSOURI REPORT. 


Details of Relief Work, Inoluding the 
Lake Bmployment Fund. 


The report of Miss Mary E. Perry of Mis- 
gourt, Corresponding Secretary of the Con- 
ference of Charities and Correction, is of 
peculiar importance, as it was one ot the 
causes leading to the establishment of a 
section of ‘‘emergency relief work’’ to be 
reported on next year. Miss Perry's report 
covers not only the ordinary charities of 8t. 
Louis andthe State, butalgo the details of 


the relief work accomplished in this city 
during the past winter and spring, inciuding 
the making of the lake in Forest Par« by the 
employment of otherwise unemployed labor- 
ers under the operation of the Lake Employ- 
ment Fund. 


MISS PERRY’S PAPER. 

But little of importance along the lines 
upon which the conference is working has 
happened since my report was submitted in 
detail in Chicago last year (1893). All ot our 
institutions have individual boards to whom 
they are — We have no lunacy com- 
mission, and our state Board of Uharities’’ 
is a thing hoped for but not yet seen.

Gepression and social fermentation seemed 


to culminate, throwing out of employment 
large numbers of laboring people for whom 
it Was necessary to devise ways and means 
of support. . 

This gave rise in st. Louts to a popular 
movement originated by the Post-DIspaTcu, 
the leading evening newtpaper, which had 
for its purpose the contribution of money by 
the puvlic for the building of a lake at Forest 
Park, thus giving work to the uaem ployed. 
The Lake Fundcame to $38,876. The work 
was under the supervision of a committee of 
citizens. Six thousand men registered their 
names at the Post-DisPatcu office while the 
money was being raised, and 4,000 more. 
signed after the work was begun 
The preference was given to married men, 
or those having families to support. This 
fund was the means of relieving over 10,000 
needy and deserving persons, and the work 
has resulted in tlhe addition of a most at- 
tractive feature to our largest park. In con- 
nection with this work a number of prom!. 
nent ladies of the Catholic faith formed the 
Lake Fund Lunch Association, which 
farnished a free midda meal to the meu at 
work on the lake excavations. 

The Provident Association, an organiza- 
tion existing for many years for charitavie 
work, annually relieves a great many suffer- 
ers from the severities prevalent during tne 
winter seasons. The past winter, la con- 
nection with their usual work, this’ associa- 
tion, for the purpose of assisting unem- 
pioyed women, establishe! three sewing: 
rooms, two day nurseriesand one laundry. 
Six hundred women were iven employment 
by these industrial branches and earned 
each from 50 to 80 cents a day. The Proyi- 
dent Association provided 22,867 lunches for 
poor ehlidren lu five ofthe public schools ia 
the poorer districts of the city. The ass 
clation’s woodyard was enlarged and wore 
was given to 11,242 men. 

The St. Vincent de Paul Society annually 
collects and digburses large sums in the re- 
lief of the poor and suffering, and last win- 
ter performed a great deal of work. Tne 
United Hebrew Relief Association met the 
additionai demand upon its charity hand- 
somely. Missions, relief societies, free kin- 
Gergartens, providing one or two meals daily 
free of charge, were among the winter’s 
emergency work. The Salvation Army posts 
were active in the relief ot the needy also. 
Our private institutions were taxed to their 
utmost capacity to provide for the appll- 
cants for room and reitet, and extra efforts 
were made by the mawhagers to obtain the 
money required by tue tra demand. 

The Emergency Guta, an organization of 
wealthy and earnest Women, did much prac- 
tical work. This as ation was formed 
durifig the winter, ow to the stress of the 
times, but has decided to cantnue in exist- 
ence. So much ofits good work was done in 
co-operating with Other societies that it is 
difficult to tabulate NR. it established and 
maintained a home for unempldyed women 
and children, and a sewing-room where, for 
three months, from fifteen to twenty 
women Were given instruction and 
work daily. Each member of the 
Guild held herself responsibDie for the over- 
sight of one particular family, supplying it 
with necessaries and, Where possible, ob- 
taining employment for them. The Guild 
disbursed in three months about $6,000. 

Inthe case of every charity there was a 
prompt and generous response from the 
——2 7 which for the first time perhaps 
realised ho the other half lived’’ and the 
necessity forthe recognition of the kinship 
of all in the universal brotherhood. The 
winter passed without any notable instance 
of prolonged or serious suffering.

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RELIEVING UNUSUAL DISTRESS. 


Organized Charity Work During the Win- 
ter of 1893-94. 


In addition to the paper submitted from 
Missouri by Miss Mary E. Perry, in which 
was discussed the methods of relief adopted 
in St. Louis during the great industrial de- 
pression of last winter, there were other pa- 
pers on the same subject read at the Nash- 
vine conference, The Committee on Chatity 
Organization, through its chairman, Dr. 


James W. Walk of Philadelphia, of- 
fered its report, in which it 
stated that no such panic had 
ever before confronted organized charity, 
ana for twenty years past none comparabie 
to it had been feit. Previous conditions re- 
sembling this had antedatead organized 
charity. It had been deemed desirable to 
collate the results of work in ten large cities 
inthe Middle, Néw Englanag and Southern 
States. Whiietooearly as yet to give de- 
tailed results, still is had been demonstrated 
that organized charity was a success. 

There was little newin the system called 
organized charity exceptanew grouping of 
old ideas. it depended on five essentials— 
investigation, re ration, eo- operation, 
adequate relief and permanency of work, 

By investigation was meant that every case 
appealing for attention should be thorough- 
ly looked into, not alone to protect society 
from frauds, butas @ physician looks into 
the cause of distress or sickness before ap- 

lying a remedy. Sometimes immediate re- 
lef must be given before investigation, but 
no extended means of relief should be given. 
1 — investigations should be made by ex- 
pert agents. 

Every case of poverty or want should be 
registered with all essential facts but not for 
publicity. 

Societies should work together and be cog- 
Migant of each other’s operations, This 
would prevent the too common evil of im- 
8 continually receiving donations from 

hree or four societids at once. 
ave no relief, some gave 
temporary relief, Relief when given toa 
poor family should be given adequately, so 
as to put them beyond the reach of want, to 
liftthemabove the necessity of begging 
above the fear ot suffering. Unorganized 
charity trying to cover all the feld was 
proven to give smalireliefs and let the ap-

The purpose of relief was to raise people 
above the need of relief. Dependence on 
others was an abnormal condition which 
Should be cured.

of relief, but that he did not learn from 272 
precisely what he wanted to Know. No. 
doubt the methods adopted during the past 
winter had been wise so far as they went, 
and had resulted ta a certain palliation of 
suffering incident to the industrial 
situation. Bat he. asked whetver, in 
view of the want of adequate prepar- 
ation. for this jemergency, there had 
not been much midcarriage of benevolence, 
in relief cranted to paupers, which failed to 
reach honest workingmen. Granting that 
no mistakes bad been made, be still thought 
that relief of poverty is a superficial treat- 
mentof the social situation. Workingmen 
do not ask for charity—their demand is for 
justice. We need to study the causes Wien 
have produced the present distress if we 
wish to apply theremedy. His attention had 
been stronzly directed to the entire question 
of the spectacle of the various « In- 
dustrial armies moving on Washington 

whose existence is the demonstration of 
the failure even of Orwanized charity to 
meet the demand ofthe hour. He had made’ 
a study of the Coxey camp while in Washing- 
ton, and did not believe that the men with 
Coxey were tramps. A lady delegate asked 
why they did not accept work when it was 
offered to them. He replied that they 
imagined themseives crusaders, and would 
not be diverted from their purpose, foolish 
and visionary as it appeared to himself. 
These men were for the most part inferior, 
incompetent workmen, who might und 
employment when Work Was plenty, Dut for 
whom thereis no demand otherwise, This 
movement was not accidental, nor to de put 
down by ridicule or force. It was 
symptomatic of the general unrest and 
dissatisfaction witn existing political, 
economic and industrial conditions. The 


_many bands of the unemployed are the stormy 


petrels of the industrial worid. They are 
the letter N' of an unspelled word, which 
may be nonsense or nemesis. They area 
great socialistic demonstration and propo- 
ganda. loa certain extent they are laughed 
at by workingimen Who favor the single tax 
and who do not think that the abolition of 
interest would bea remedy sufficiently radi- 
cal. But as a protest against plutocracy and 
the unequal distribution of wealth, they 
have the secret sympathy of the labor unions 
to a greater degree than is commonly ve- 
jieved. He did not apprehend immediate 
danger from the growling dissatisfaction 
with the Industrial and financial system, but 
saw peril to the republic in the future it a 
remedy is not applied, and whatever it may 
be, itis not charity in the sense of public or 
private relief. 


THE FREE KINDERGARTEN. 


Swallow of Miiwaukee Discusses 
This Interesting Topic. 

Mrs. George O., Swallow of Milwankee, 
Wis., read a paper on rue Free Kinder- 
garten, whic, hexcited great interest and 
was followed by animated discussion. 

Mrs. Swallow said that the kindergarten 
was the most effective of moral agencies for 
the young, and the free kindergarten was 
the great preventer of crime among the 


children of the slums, The results in Chi- 
cage. San Franefsco, Milwaukee and other 
cities

showed this. No child who has been a 
pupil of the ki Tgarten in Milwaukee ever 
was sent to the industrial or reform 
schools. Free kindergartens had puri. 
fied neighborhoods, elevated their 
moral tone, and had been the great 
civilizer in poor and 7 4 neigubor - 
hoods, The interests of the Nationa! Board 
of Education was shown by their granting 
the free kindergarten the use of a room in 
one of the dulldings. From what she bad 
seen of the Nashville senools the free kin- 
dergarten was the only thing lacking in 
them, and sbe believed and hoped they 
would come. The results of the work in un- 
waukee had been known and felt for many 
years, for it was nota new thing there. In 
Milwaukee there were day bomes for the lit- 
tle children also. 

The kindergarten work is the very corper- 
stone upon which the moral structure of a 
chila’s life may ‘find the safest and surest 
foundation. The eariy age at which children 
are admitted is a great recommendation in 
their favor. Even very young children may 
learnt On the streets much that is wrong, and 
which it will take years to undo, even if it 
ever be accomplished. It is dificult to esti- 
mate the value of the Mission Kindergarten 
to these children who have never known 
pure air and sunshine in their dingy, 
cheerless homes, or what is of still greater 
value—kinag words. To many ilookers on 
the games and songs are but 

stime, Dut behind each game and song 
s a principle to be brought out, which finds 
its way into the childish heart and they 
soon learn the law of love and Kindness to 
each other and to respect each other’s 
rights, whichis the foundation-stone of all 

rmanent reform. Many incidents could 

o told of the way in which a naturally sel- 
Osh child has learned to divide its lunch with 
other children at tabie; how the uplifted 
hand that knew no defense but to strike has 
yielded in peaceful submission to the will of 
the teacher and the rights of its fellows, and 
how the irritable one has become a most 
tractable and lovable child. Much of this 
result is due to the tact and discipline of the 
director and her assistants,

INDUSTRIAL sCHOOLs. 


Review of Work in This Feld by John T. 
Mallalieu of Nsbraaka. 


The most largely attended and perhaps 
the most Interesting of the sectional divis- 
ions attending the Nashville Conference was 
that known us the section of javenile re- 
formatories. The meeting of this section 
was opened by its chairman, John T. Malla- 
lieu, Superintendent of the State Industrial 
School of Nebraska, located at Kearney, with 


a paper giving a review of the work in the 
industrial schowl feld. Among other things 
Mr. Mailalie» sald: 

Changes and improvements ia industrial 
schoois have been golng on at a const’ 
increasing ratio. From the Engiis 
**Workus’* bave been evolved, th u suc- 
cessive stages, the modern industrial schools 
of our country with their many conveniences 
for comfort and the advantages for impror- 
ing the individual. In place of rickety, dingy 
bulldings in some obscure quarters, where 
boys and girls were stored for the pur of 
gotting them out of publie view instead of 
a moliorating their condition, the moderna 
schools are characterized forthe architec- 
tural beauty of their balldings, convenience 
of arrangements, sizhtly and healthy loca- 
tions, environed by verdant lawns, and 
adorned with flowers, shrubbery and trees. 
Large playgrounds greet the eye of the new 
arrivaland the happy volces of the children 
at play cheer him and give him to realize 
that he is entering a home and not a prisoa. 

The brightest star in the galaxy of reforma- 
tory work is the moral one. It Is the center 
of a little universe, around which in close 
proximity, revolve many lesser stars, Dut all 
necessary to preserve an equilibrium and 
sustain proper institutional gravitation. It 
gives them warmth, Jight and activity, If it 
suffers an eclipse by some unaccountabie, 
intervening medlum, they all suffer 
from a withdrawal of  geniality. 
The moral training in our institutions 
not restricted exclusively to ethical 
discourses, It the fundamental prin- 
ciple of all development. It permeates every 
department and isinstilled in every duty. 
Precept and example go hand in han True 
character is not the result of artifices, trick- 
ery or even skill, It is the result of **simple 
open, healthy living in mind, heart and 

dy; keeping 
steady work; loyalty to truth and honor,’ 
and obedience to Divine injunctions. It is 
such teachings that the institutions inculcate 
* by day and in every work. 

Many of our reformatories afford as favor- 
able opportunities for educational advance- 
Ment to-day as did our best academies when 
the 1 4 A. our first — of rim 
was laid nea — ey of acentury 
ago. Allof them have courses of stady equal 
to, and in many instances superior to, the 
courses in our common and district schools. 
The reports from sixty schools show that the 
pupils are instructed on an average of four 
and one-half hours each day for nine months 
in each year, and that in many instances an 
hour of additional study is required each 
evening. if, then, we add the facilities for 
reading afforded by our libraries, periodicals 
and newspapers, it needs no argument to 
show that the pepe in our schools have 
good educational and literary advantages, 
and that they make wonderful progress in 
their studies. 

While recognizing the value and utility of 
specific trade I believe the manual training 
or Sloyd sytem is peculiarly adapted for e re- 
formatory education, and it is encouraging 
to know that the schools are introducing this 
vate. Varied in its resources, practical in 

© multiplicity of its combinations, fruitrul 
in its results, it leads up to industrious habits 
in such an easy and attractive manner that 
the pupil ceases to look upon his work with 
dislike, and a love far labor is begotten. 

The introduction of military training in 
our schools is another factor in the onward 
march of our development that is worthy of 
notice. Twenty-two schools have such de- 

rtments. There are many ways in which 
this training is beneficial. It greatly aids 
those having charge in maintaining discip- 
Une, in moving pupils in and out of bulidings 
to and from the playgrounds, meals and 
work, and other places where they go in de- 
tails, squads or grades. The erect posture 
measured step, accurate lines, facility o 
handling large numbers at a word of com- 
mandinduce habits of promptness, order 
and regularity that are not lost in the school- 
room, at work or other places of discipline. 
The outdoor exer 0 rly position, 
expanded chest, the play given to so many 
muscles and the pleasant and exhilarating 
feeling engendered are highly conducive to 
bodily health, graceand strength. The ro- 
action of this bodily training is favorable to 
mental activity. strictness of attention 
required aud the co-operation of muscles 
hecessary to secure p jon and accuracy 
of movements in handiing pleces and per- 
forming evolutions are no mean factors in 
enabling a a to obtain mastery over mind 
and muscie.
